We  would  guess,  and  feel  safe  in  the 
guessing,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  put  together  even  one  set  of  these  proof 
coins,  taking  into  consideration  today’s  market  conditions  and  the  scarcity  of 
high  quality  coins  in  general.  To  put  together  two  such  sets  would  be  out  of  the 
question,  as  would  we  are  certain,  the  gathering  of  even  one  set  in  absolutely 
pristine  condition.  The  characteristics  of  proof  coins  mitigate  against  their  re¬ 
maining  in  unimprovable  condition,  with  only  a  very,  very  few  tver  showing  up 
in  the  market  place  which  could  be  called  absolutely  gem.  In  other  words,  the 
Gemini  Collection  coins  we  are  offering  for  sale  today  are  undoubtedly  as  good, 
and  even  better  than  are  generally  obtainable  on  the  market  today.

1859  (HD83)  Just  partially  toned,  PROOF,  with  a  number  of  light  hair¬ 
lines  observable  in  the  fields,  this  is  a  scarce  early  piece. 

The  second  1859  is  bright,  with  hardly  any  toning.  It’s  PROOF  surfaces 
like  the  above  coin,  show  a  number  of  minor  disturbances,  a  few 
scratches,  etc. 

1860  (HD87)  1000  minted  in  PROOF.  Dark  golden  toned,  a  little  dappled, 
with  a  few  typical  minor  field  inconsistencies,  this  is  a  lovely  example 
of  an  early  half-dime  PROOF.

The  twin  coin  is  a  steely  blue  PROOF,  lovely  and  attractive  in  appear¬ 
ance,  with,  again,  the  little  disturbances  in  the  fields  that  is  so  preva¬ 
lent  in  these  small,  old  proof  coins. 

1863  (HD91)  PROOF  mintage-460.  Ex-Lohr,  this  is  a  lively  looking 
PROOF,  with  some  light  scratches  in  the  field  which  are  not  visible 
without  a  strong  glass. 

The  second  1863  is  a  lovely  uncirculated  piece,  which  is  actually  rarer 
than  a  proof.  Beautifully  toned,  with  some  proof  characteristics  such 
as  deep  strike  and  high  edge,  but  with  frosted  rather  than  mirrored 
fields. 

1864  (HD93)  470  PROOFS  struck.  This  offering  is  proof-like,  with  mir¬ 
rored  fields  and  deep  strike,  with  some  roughness  in  the  field  near 
Liberty’s  left.  Uncirculated  and  nice.

PLEASE  NOTE:  We  are  ennumerating  on  all  these  proof  coins  those  little 
faults  which  are  visible  under  the  glass.  Early  proof  coins  utterly  without  defect 
of  any  type  are  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  and  are  rarely  offered  for  sale,  if 
indeed  they  do  exist.  With  small  mintages  and  the  general  lack  of  expertise  in 
handling  and  preserving  coins  which  was  prevalent  in  the  last  century,  is  perhaps 
a  wonder  that  those  few  which  have  survived  are  as  fresh  and  lovely  as  they  are. 
All  the  offered  coins  are  typical  examples  of  these  old  proofs,  and  will  fall  into  a 
range  of  MS60  to  MS65,  except  those  few  so  noted.  And  although  some  of  the 
descriptions  may  sound  drastic,  we  have  tried  to  be  graphic  in  noting  what  is 
obvious  on  these  coins. 


1867  (HD  100)  625  PROOF  coins  struck.  The  current  coin  is  ex-Lohr,  well 
toned  in  blue,  purple  and  gold,  and  with  one  hairline,  tiny,  in  the 
field.  The  reverse  is  quite  similar,  with  very  minor  inconsistencies. 

The  second  coin  is  a  bright  and  shiny  uncirculated,  with  several  diebreaks. 
It  is  proof-like,  with  many  characteristics  of  the  proof  coin,  is  obvi¬ 
ously  a  first  strike.  Very  minor  field  faults. 

1868  (HD  102)  600  PROOFS  minted.  Somewhat  hazily  toned  PROOF, 
with  a  couple  of  obverse  field  scratches,  small,  and  just  a  few  reverse 
faults,  also  minor. 

The  other  1868  is  a  mishandled  PROOF,  it’s  fields  rather  dull  and  with 
long  but  light  scratch  across  the  obverse,  and  some  other  minor  field 
damage. 

1868  (HD  104)  600  PROOFS  minted.  A  typical  PROOF,  virtually  unto¬ 
ned,  with  a  couple  of  tiny  field  scratches  on  the  obverse  and  a  couple 
of  very  tiny  dimples  on  the  reverse.

The  second  coin  is  also  a  first  strike,  a  one  which  seems  to  have  been 
polished  at  some  time  to  improve  its  mirror  surfaces.  Now  AU 

1873  (HD  112)  600  PROOFS  minted,  this  piece  having  a  toned  obverse 

with  frosty  Liberty  and  devices  (as  do  most)  and  with  the  typical  minor 
little  surface  disturbances.  The  reverse  is  similar  but  shinier.  (300.00) 

The  final  Gemini  half  dime  is  virtually  identical,  with  little  toning  and 
rather  a  few  more  disturbances  on  the  surfaces,  practically  invisible 
except  through  the  glass.

1860  (D1 14)  1000  minted  in  PROOF.  This  piece  is  a  typical  PROOF  of 
this  series.  It’s  minor  field  disturbances  consist  of  a  lint  mark  or  two,

394  Companion  1864  is  ex-Lohr,  and  even  nicer  than  the  above,  and  more 

colorfully  toned.  There  are  a  few  tiny  spittle  spots  to  the  left  of 
Liberty  in  the  field,  which  is  all  that  keeps  the  coin  from  gem  classifi¬ 
cation. 

395  1865  (D124)  500  PROOFS  minted.  This  piece  ex-Lohr,  a  nicely  toned

398  The  second  coin  is  bright  and  fresh  with  a  minimum  of  field  problems, 

invisible  to  the  naked  eye,  and  somewhat  better  than  the  usual 
Seated  Liberty  Proof  dime. 

399  1867  (D128)  625  PROOFS  made.  This  coin  is  ex-Lohr,  blue  toned  with 

just  a  bit  of  the  usual  field  inconsistencies  apparent  in  most.

characteristics  worthy  of  comment  being  a  lint  mark  on  the  reverse, 
and  the  tiniest  and  lightest  of  scratches  near  “Of”  on  the  obverse,  so 
small  you  might  miss  seeing  it  even  with  a  glass.

1871  (D136)  960  PROOFS  made.  Fx-Lohr,  this  is  a  nice,  typical  PROOF 
of  the  period.  Not  without  its  minor  faults,  it  is  nevertheless  fresh  and 
crisp  looking  with  only  one  stain  in  the  obverse  field  being  obvious. 

The  second  1871  is  nicely  toned,  and  could  be  described  much  as  the 
above.  It  has  no  readily  apparent  faults,  but  does  show,  under  close 
magnification,  the  usual  few  little  stains,  lintmarks,  etc. 

1872  (D139)  Mintage  950  in  PROOF.  Another  decent  PROOF  coin,  much 
the  same  as  the  normal.  This  one  is  ex-Lohr  Sale,  nicely  toned  and  not 
without  it’s  minor  imperfections. 

The  twin  piece  is  innocent  of  any  toning,  bright  and  shiny,  and  a  decent 
example  of  a  Seated  Liberty  Dime  in  PROOF.  There  are,  as  usual, 
some  minor  damages  in  the  field,  mainly  invisible  to  the  unaided  eye. 

1873  (D142)  Mintage-600  PROOFS.  Untoned,  with  a  single  black  rubber 
band  line  on  the  reverse,  this  is  the  type  without  arrows,  and  shows  the 
typical  obverse  field  imperfections. 

The  second  no-arrow  type  is  considerably  nicer  than  the  above.  Its  toned 
texture  is  pleasing  to  the  eye  and  helps  to  mask  the  few  hairlines  that 
show  up  under  magnification. 

1874  (D148)  Mintage-700  in  PROOF.  This  PROOF,  with  arrows,  is 
similar  in  state  of  preservation  to  most  of  the  foregoing.  Not 
without  it’s  minor  imperfections,  it  is  none-the-less  a  nice,  scarce 
PROOF,  worthy  of  addition  to  any  collection. 


The  second  coin  is  ex-Lohr  and  is  a  pleasing  gem  to  the  naked  eye. 
Only  close  examination  of  its  nicely  toned  surfaces  will  disclose  the 
usual  tiny  little  impairments  one  expects  to  find. 

1875  (D151)  No  arrows  type,  of  which  700  PROOFS  were  struck.  Not 
quite  as  nice  as  the  preceeding  1874,  it  shows  somewhat  more  impair¬ 
ment  under  the  glass.  Nicely  toned,  and  still  worthy  of  a  good  bid. 

The  twin  1875  is  ex-Lohr  and,  once  again,  it  has  only  the  normal  amount 
of  tiny  field  disturbances.

437  The  second  piece  is  lovely  too,  has  a  rubber  band  line  across  the  reverse,

438  1887  (D178)  710  minted  in  PROOF.  Gemini’s  coin  is  ex-Lohr,  and  is 

typical  of  the  PROOFS  from  that  sale.  While  not  without  flaws,  these 
are  all  quite  minor,  a  little  unevenness  in  toning,  minor  hairlining,  etc.

without  it’s  minor  faults,  most  of  which  are  so  picayune  as  not  to  be 
described,  but  which  we  are  ennumerating  in  the  interests  of  accu¬ 
racy!. 

443  The  twin  coin  is  Just  that,  practically  an  exact  duplicate  of  the  above  coin, 

lovely  and  fresh  looking,  and  nicely  toned. 

444  1890  (D185)  Only  590  struck  in  PROOF,  making  this  one  of  the  scarcer 

coins  in  the  series.  This  offering  is  ex-Lohr,  and  Just  as  all  the  others. 
See  description  of  the  1889  dime,  above. 

445  The  twin  1890  is  almost  an  exact  duplicate  of  the  above  PROOF. 
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1891  (D187)  600  struck  in  PROOF.  This  PROOF  is  ex-Lohr,  nicely 
toned,  with  picayune  field  flaws.  Nice,  typical  example  of  the  group.

448  1892  (D190)  1245  made  in  PROOF.  This  first  Barber  is  a  nice  bright  coin, 

with  it’s  only  obvious  flaw,  outside  of  the  usual  few  minor  noted  in 
most  of  the  above,  a  light  rubber  band  line  across  the  bottom  quarter 
of  the  coin. 

449  This  second  piece  is  not  quite  as  nice  as  the  above.  Though  it  has  no 

rubber  band  line,  it  does  have  a  few  dark  toned  spots  on  the  reverse  as 
well  as  a  few  of  the  typical  field  faults  we  have  noted. 

450  1893  (D194)  792  made  in  PROOF.  This  PROOF  is  somewhat  irregularly 

toned  but  is  attractive  and  has  rather  clearer  fields  than  most,  with 
only  a  pinpoint  to  mar  it. 

451  The  companion  coin  is  not  nearly  as  bright  and  fresh  looking,  but  has  nice 

fields  and  is  an  altogether  acceptable  PROOF  for  this  year. 

452  1894  (D197)  1972  minted  in  PROOF.  Save  for  a  slightly  irregular  toning, 

which  is  still  attractive,  it  is  difficult  to  find  any  fault  with  this  coin. 
It’s  fields  are  clear  and  clean,  it‘s  strike  deep. 

453  This  second  1894  is  also  a  lovely  PROOF,  brighter  than  the  above  and  it’s 

equal  as  to  perfection. 


454  1895  (D200)  880  made  in  PROOF.  Luscious,  beautifully  toned  PROOF 

in  deep  blue  and  gold,  bright  and  shiny  withal.  Some  die  polishing 
marks  are  visible,  and  a  few  spots  of  uneven  tone,  these  only  under 
the  glass. 

455  This  second  1895  is  innocent  of  toning  and  has  very  nice,  even  and  clear 

fields  with  almost  no  flawing,  certainly  nothing  one  could  see  without 
high  power  magnification. 

456  1896  (D203)  762  minted  in  PROOF.  Although  this  PROOF  is  a  little 

unevenly  toned,  it’s  clean  and  clear  fields,  virtually  without  flaw, 
make  it  one  of  the  better  quality  pieces  in  this  sale. 

457  This  twin  1896  is  even  nicer  than  the  above,  gleaming,  virginal  fields, 

noble  frosted  Liberty,  and  the  palest  of  delicate  golden  toning  make  it 
a  star  in  any  group.

above.  Only  the  remnant  of  a  careless  finger  mark  stands  between  it 
and  perfection. 

459  The  twin  piece  is  not  as  nice  as  the  above,  being  somewhat  duller  in  tone. 

It,  too,  has  tine,  clear  fields,  gleaming  surface. 

460  1898  (D209)  735  made  in  PROOF.  Save  for  the  date,  this  PROOF  is  the 

twin  of  the  above  nice  coin. 

461  The  companion  piece  is  fresher  and  gleaming,  with  some  slight  toning, 

and  very  little  to  find  fault  with  in  the  fields. 

462  1899  (D212)  846  struck  in  PROOF.  Toned  a  deep,  delicate  almost  reddish 

color,  which  is  a  little  spotty  in  areas,  and  with  pristine,  gleaming 
fields. 

463  Second  1899  lacks  the  gleaming  beauty  of  the  above,  being  duller  in  cast, 

and  with  more  obvious,  but  not  serious,  field  faults. 

464  1900  (D215)  912  stmck  in  PROOF.  Toned  a  deep  slate-blue  on  the  obverse, 

and  brighter  and  mirror-like  on  the  reverse,  with  traces  of  a  small 
finger  mark  visible  atop,  but  still  a  lovely  scarce  PROOF. 

465  The  twin  Gemini  is  golden  red  and  blue  toned,  a  most  attractive  specimen, 

showing  some  polishing  marks  under  the  patina  on  the  reverse. 

466  1901  (D218)  Struck  in  PROOF,  813  pieces,  this  one  being  beautifully 

toned  and  pristine  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is  slate-blue  with  some 
vestiges  of  spotty  oxidation  when  the  coin  is  tilted.  A  striking  speci¬ 
men. 

467  The  companion  coin  is  kept  from  absolute  perfection  by  only  a  tiny  little 

rub-like  spot,  barely  visible,  near  Liberty’s  nose. 

468  1902  (D221)  777  minted  in  PROOF.  Shining  beneath  it's  deep  toned 

surface,  with  a  couple  of  light  scratche-s  across  the  neck. 

469  The  only  fault  we  can  find  with  the  second  PROOF  is  the  tiniest  dig  above 

one  of  Liberty’s  rays,  found  by  us  only  after  dilligent  search! 

470  1903  (D224)  755  made  in  PROOF.  This  coin  is  almost  blindingly  bright, 

under  a  very  delicate  golden-hued  toning.  Further  examination  reveals 
a  series  of  the  most  minute  parallel  scratches  across  the  field  which 
leads  us  to  remark  that  it  probably  once  was  polished.  Lovely  to  look 
at! 

471  The  twin  1903  is  more  normal  PROOF,  nicely  toned,  and  with  fields 

which  are  quite  lovely,  although  not  without  the  most  significant  little 
faults. 

472  1904  (D227)  670  only  minted  in  PROOF.  This  is  a  typical,  nice  PROOF 

coin,  attractively  toned  and  with  some  minor  polishing  scratches  on 
the  dies,  plus  just  a  couple  of  other  tiny  field  flaws. 

473  This  second  1904  is  much  like  the  above,  not  really  flawed  worth  writing 

about,  and  with  it’s  obver.se  patina  being  filmy. 

474  1905  (D229)  727  made  in  PROOF.  This  is  a  nice,  lively-looking  PROOF, 

well-toned  although  perhaps  a  trifle  spottily,  and  with  a  couple  of 
invisible-to-the-naked-eye  hairline  scratches  on  Liberty's  neck. 

475  This  1905  PROOF  has  been  very  carelessly  treated  during  it’s  long 

lifetime.  Scratches  from  an  old  polishing,  fingermarking  and  a  rubber 
band  stain  are  all  visible.  Not  up  to  the  usual  run  of  coins  we  are 
offering  today.

coin.  Close  examination  reveals  the  tiniest  of  pin  scratches,  probably 
from  a  careless  staple,  across  the  neck,  invisible  to  the  unaided  eye. 
The  reverse  is  well  toned  and  the  same  glass  showed  just  some 
interruptions  in  the  patina. 

477  This  second  1906  is  just  a  normal,  nice  PROOF,  with  all  of  a  proof  coin  s 

good  points,  and  with  the  usual  infinitessimal  flaws  we  have  found  in 
some  of  the  previously  catalogued  specimens. 

478  1907  (D237)  575  struck  in  PROOF,  a  very  short  issue.  Again,  a  gorgeous, 

crisp,  lively  looking  PROOF,  not  without  it’s  tiny  flaws,  and  worthy 
of  a  place  in  the  finest  of  collections.

483  The  companion  coin  is  also  virtually  without  flaw,  light  gold  in  color,  and 

one  tiny  inconsistency  in  the  patina  under  “AMF”  of  America. 

484  1910  (D249)  (Only  551  in  PROOF  were  struck,  making  this  another  short 

issue.)  This  coin  is  a  normal,  nice  PROOF  with  some  interruptions  in 
the  evenness  of  the  toning,  which  is  dark  blue  and  gold,  and  very  little 
other  commentable  flawing. 

485  The  companion  coin  is  steel-blue  and  evenly  toned  on  the  obverse,  this 

lovely  tinting  successfully  masking  what  very  few  slight  imperfections 
may  exist.  The  reverse  patina  is  somewhat  heavier  on  the  right  than 
the  left  side  of  the  coin  and  may  be  the  remnants  of  an  old  rubber  band 
mark. 

486  1911  (D252)  543  in  PROOF,  another  small  issue.  This  one  is  a  normal, 

filmily  toned  but  bright  PROOF,  with  only  the  most  minor  imperfec¬ 
tions 

487  The  second  1911  is  gleaming  and  frosty,  showing  a  tiny  series  of  what 

must  be  old  spittle  marks  in  the  field,  and  no  other  problems. 

488  1912  (D255)  Struck  in  PROOF-700.  Rather  heavily  toned,  and  that  not 

too  evenly,  but  a  perfectly  acceptable  Barber  Dime  PROOF. 

489  This  second  1912  is  without  flaw,  the  only  factor  worth  remarking  on 

being  that  the  toning  tends  to  be  a  bit  spotty  under  close  examination. 
A  lovely  coin. 

490  1913  (D258)  622  made  in  PROOF.  Another  decent  PROOF,  very  close  to 

perfect,  it’s  only  fault  being  one  blotch  of  toning  on  each  side,  not 
unattractive. 

491  The  second  1913  PROOF  is  virtually  perfect.  On  the  scale  of  70,  we 

would  call  this  piece  MS69y2!

497  The  companion  coin  would  be  a  nice  normal  PROOF  except  that  some¬ 

where  in  it’s  dim  and  distant  past  someone  underscored  Liberty’s 
pedestal  with  a  series  of  light  scratches,  as  if  to  improve  on  the  coin. 
They  don’t  really  detract  from  the  piece  that  much,  but  they  are  visible 
and  they  are  there. 


498  1876  (DIM)  1150  made  in  PROOF.  This  is  a  lovely  creamily  smooth 

PROOF,  with  a  series  of  the  raised  polishing  marks  which  seem  to 
be  rather  prevalent  in  this  series.  Like  in  the  TV  commercial,  you 
can  actually  see  your  face  in  this  one! 

499  The  twin  1876  is  nice  looking,  but  not  as  nice  upon  examination.  In 

addition  to  the  above  mentioned  die  polishing  marks,  it  also  has  rather 
a  few  light  hairline  scratches,  but  is  nicely  toned  as  well.

505  The  twin  coin  is  rather  similar  but  has  more  to  detract  from  it’s  perfection 

than  the  above.

510  1861  (Q98)  1000  minted  in  PROOF.  This  is  a  lovely  bright  PROOF,  with 

just  a  very  few  very  minor  little  flaws  in  the  fields.  (Please  bear  in 
mind,  once  again,  that,  although  we  are  detailing  the  little  flaws  which 
show  up  in  our  offerings  of  Gemini’s  coins,  these  are,  for  the  most 

part,  rather  less  than  to  be  expected  on  aged  PROOF  coins.

518  1865  (Q105)  500  made  in  PROOF.  This  one  is  lightly  toned  with  an  “S” 

shaped  lint  mark  in  the  right  field,  plus  the  die  polishing  marks  which 
seem  to  be  prevalent  in  this  series. 

519  The  second  1865  is  somewhat  streakily  toned  in  gold,  but  is  a  lovely 

PROOF  piece  which  also  shows  the  typical  polishing  marks,  all  of 
which  are  exceedingly  tiny,  quite  normal  on  the  coin,  and  do  not 
indicate  mishandling,  rather  being  done  in  the  minting.

Second  1866  has  equally  as  beautiful  a  reverse,  and  has  no  rubber  band 
line  to  distract  it’s  slight  toning  on  the  obverse.  Some  slight  polishing 
marks  are  evident  under  the  glass. 


1867  (QUO)  Struck  in  PROOF-625  pieces,  our  coin  being  perfect,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes.  Only  the  few  polishing  marks  found  on  all  of 
these  interrupt  it’s  beautiful  fields. 


The  second  coin  is  not  quite  as  nice  as  above,  showing  in  addition  to  die 
polishing  marks  a  few  tiny  scratches  made  after  the  minting.  Still,  a 
nice  normal  PROOF,  shiny  and  attractive. 


1868  (Q112)  600  struck  in  PROOF.  This  piece  is  quite  nice,  has  a  few 
minor  hairlines,  other  minute  disturbances  in  the  field  which  are  quite 
inconsequential  but  are  noted  in  the  interests  of  accuracy. 


The  twin  Q112  is  quite  similar,  rather  more  toned,  and  with  very  little  in 
the  way  of  flaws  to  write  about  other  than  that  the  toning  is  a  little 
uneven  in  areas  on  the  obverse,  with  the  reverse  being  a  golden  and 
uninterrupted  color. 


1869  (Q114)  600  made  in  PROOF.  This  one  is  a  normal  PROOF  with  all 
the  little  flaws  mentions  above,  in  addition  to  a  faint  reverse  rubber 
band  line.  It  still  gleams  up  at  you,  radiant  and  beautiful. 


Much  the  same  is  this  second  1869,  rather  more  deeply  toned,  and  with 
some  unnoticeable  die  polishing  marks.  It’s  rubber  band  line,  if  that  is 
what  it  is,  shows  only  as  a  faint  darkening  on  the  eagle’s  breast. 

1870  (Q116)  1000  in  PROOF  and  rare  in  all  conditions.  Gemini’s  offering 
is  a  typical  PROOF,  bright  and  shiny  on  the  obverse,  and  rather  duller 
on  the  reverse.  The  normal  compliment  of  die  polishing  marks  show 
under  the  glass,  and  very  little  else  to  note. 


The  second  1870  is  a  gorgeous  PROOF,  nicer  than  the  above,  with 
some  die  polishing  marks  on  the  reverse,  and  obverse,  plus  just  a 
couple  of  other  hairlines  evident.  There  is  a  lint  mark  in  the 
obverse  field,  and  the  remnants  of  what  seems  to  be  a  rubber  band 
line  on  the  reverse.  However,  taken  as  a  whole,  this  is  a  very 
desireable  piece. 

1871  (Q1 18)  960  minted  in  PROOF.  Lovely,  normal  PROOF,  very  lightly 
toned,  some  die  polishing  marks  in  evidence,  hardly  any  other  faults 
in  evidence.

Quite  similar  is  the  twin  1871,  with  only  a  deeper  obverse  toning  as  the 
difference. 

1872  (Q121)  950  minted  in  PROOF.  Gemini’s  is  hardly  different  than  any 
of  the  above,  a  beautiful  coin  which  shows,  on  close  examination  a 
tiny  edge  planchet  defect  near  the  date,  and  a  thin  rubber  band  line 
along  the  reverse. 


The  companion  1872  is  a  more  attractive  coin,  steely  blue  with  reddish 
tones  on  the  reverse,  somewhat  lighter  on  the  obverse,  creamily 
smooth  as  to  the  fields,  and  extremely  close  to  gem  quality. 

1873  (Q125)  No  arrows,  and  a  mintage  of  600  in  PROOF.  A  lovely, 
high-quality  PROOF,  rather  nicer  than  most,  with  only  the  most 
picayune  flaws  to  keep  it  from  Gem  status.  (We  have  no  doubt  that 
other  cataloguers  might  be  tempted  to  call  it  such!) 

This  second  Q125  is  just  a  smidgen  below  the  above  coin  in  it’s  quality, 
bright  and  fresh  looking,  with  only  one  or  two  hardly  visible  field 
flaws. 


1874  (Q130)  700  struck  in  PROOF.  Another  PROOF  which  approaches 
gem  quality,  it’s  infinitessimal  little  inconsistencies  are  almost  un¬ 
worthy  of  mention.  A  sharp,  bright,  brilliant  coin,  would  look  sparkl¬ 
ing  in  any  set! 

The  second  1874  is  not  quite  as  gleaming  as  the  above,  but  also  shows 
nice,  clear  fields,  and  a  rubber  band  mark  across  the  left  third  of  the 
obverse. 

1875  (Q132)  700  made  in  PROOF.  Deeply  struck  and  partially  toned,  this 
lovely  coin  shows  as  well  a  plethora  of  die  polishing  marks,  those 
usually  raised  lines  in  the  field  which,  at  first  glance,  could  be  mista¬ 
ken  for  scratches,  or  mishandling.  Very  few  other  problems  show  with 
this  PROOF. 

All  that  is  detrimental  to  the  companion  coin  is  a  rubber  band  mark  across 
the  reverse,  faint  but  there,  and  slight  evidence  of  a  careless  finger 
mark  on  both  sides  of  the  coin,  this  not  readily  apparent. 

1876  (Q137)  The  Centennial  year  shows  1  150  made  in  PROOF.,  our  first 
specimen  being  a  bit  dull  on  the  reverse,  though  quite  shiny  on  the 
obverse.  It’s  hundred  years  have  earned  it  a  very  few  detrimental 
qualities,  these  being  a  few  faint  hairlines  and  a  couple  of  tiny  field 
dimples. 
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This  second  centenarian  has  lived  much  the  same  sort  of  life!  Althoug  i 
is  somewhat  brighter  than  it’s  brother  above,  it  shows  the  same  sort  o 
minor  flaws.

1877  (Q142)  Only  510  struck  this  year  in  PROOF.  This  coin  is  a  nice 
bright  PROOF,  as  bit  closer  to  gem  than  the  two  above,  and  has  a 
rubber  band  mark  across  the  top  third  of  the  obverse. 

The  second  1877  is  almost  as  nice  as  the  above,  it’s  rubber  band  line 
being  across  the  center  of  the  obverse,  but  equally  as  faint.  Addition¬ 
ally,  thru  it’s  pale  golden  toning,  quite  a  few  tiny  flaws  are  apparent. 
Not  as  bad  as  it  reads,  and  still  a  nice  coin.

The  companion  1879  is  far  superior,  so  close  to  an  absolute  gem  that 
there  is  virtually  nothing  else  to  say  about  it.  Its  toned,  frosty 
appearance,  its  lack  of  any  obvious  field  flaws,  make  it  certain  to 
arouse  excited  comment  when  placed  in  your  set!  (500.00) 

1880  (Q151)  1355  made  in  PROOF.  This  one  is  a  normal  typical  PROOF, 
lovely  to  look  at  and  not  without  it’s  minor  flaws.  A  little  cloudiness 
in  the  toning,  a  couple  of  tiny  hairlines,  some  die  polishing  marks 
comprise  the  features  worthy  of  comment.  (300.00) 


The  second  Q151  is  a  nicer  coin  than  above.  It’s  fields  are  innocent  of 
flaw  save  those  polishing  marks  which  were  put  on  at  the  mint.  It’s 
surfaces  gleam,  and  it  is  just  beginning  to  tone,  and  rather  deeply  in 
one  small  area  at  the  “C”  of  America  on  the  reverse.  (325.00) 

1881  (Q152)  975  PROOFS  struck,  ours  being  quite  lovely  in  every  re¬ 
spect;  brightness,  toning,  etc.  Polishing  marks,  and/or  a  very  few 
hairlines  are  in  evidence,  not  seriously,  and  the  coin  makes  a  great 
appearance.  (325.00) 
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551  The  companion  coin  is  deeper  toned,  and  this  serves  to  mask  what  few 

field  tlaws  there  are,  which  are  similar  to  the  above.  However,  it  has, 
in  addition,  a  rubber  band  mark  lightly  across  the  face  of  the  coin. 

552  1882  (Q153)  1100  struck  in  PROOE.  The  golden  toning  on  this  lovely 

PROOF  quarter  does  not  quite  cover  the  entire  fields  on  the  obverse, 
showing  as  lighter  spotty  areas  on  both  sides  of  the  Liberty.  There  are 
a  few  field  dings,  pinpoint  in  size,  plus  a  few  very  light  scratches. 

553  This  second  1882  is  rather  nicer  than  the  above,  being  brighter  and 

shinier,  and  it’s  fields  being  quite  a  bit  clearer.  It  does  have  traces  of 
that  seemingly  ever-present  rubber  band  mark  across  the  face  (making 
one  positive  that  rubber  bands  have  no  place  in  a  coin  shop!) 

554  1883  (Q154)  1039  struck  in  PROOF.  Golden,  if  somewhat  unevenly 

toned,  and  with  a  minute  series  of  small  parallel  scratches  in  the  right 
obverse  field  which  are,  however,  not  visible  without  a  glass,  this  still 
ranks  as  a  rather  nice  PROOF  quarter  of  the  period. 

555  The  second  piece  would  be  letter  perfect  except  for  two  tiny  but  deep 

scratches  a  staples-width  apart  in  the  left  field  and,  once  again,  the 
rubber  band  mark  across  the  reverse,  faintly,  but  showing. 

556  1884  (Q155)  875  made  in  PROOF.  The  current  offering,  although  not 

completely  free  of  it’s  faint  hairlines  is  rather  nicer  than  most.  It  is 
toned  only  across  the  extreme  right  side  on  the  obverse,  and  evenly 
and  filmily  toned  on  the  reverse. 

557  The  second  1884  is  more  desireable  than  it’s  brother  above.  There  is  a 

tiny  interruption  of  the  PROOF  field  on  the  reverse  below  “America” 
but  not  much  else  to  mar  it’s  beauty. 

558  1885  (Q156)  Minted  in  PROOF-930  pieces.  Only  light  polishing  scratches 

and  an  even  lighter  rubber  band  mark  across  the  reverse  keep  this  little 
beauty  from  the  gem  category. 

559  This  next  1885  is  not  in  the  class  of  the  above  coin.  Its  surfaces  are 

liberally  disturbed,  probably  the  result  of  careless  handling  and  the 
attempt  to  remove  the  evidence  of  same.  Its  rubber  band  mark  neatly 
bisects  the  vertical  center  of  the  obverse.  It  is  still  a  PROOF  and  still  a 
scarce  and  not-that-bad  coin,  but  not  up  to  the  rest  being  offered 
today. 


560  1886  (Q157)  886  made  in  PROOF.  This  is  a  most  attractively  toned 

PROOF,  its  golden  centers  being  entirely  surrounded  by  deep  blue 
tones  on  both  sides  of  the  coin.  This  toning  is  deep,  and  no  flaws  show 
up  under  the  glass  due  to  this  fact  (if,  indeed,  there  are  any!) 

561  The  second  1886  is  also  attractive  coin,  with  smooth,  nice  fields  un¬ 

touched  by  human  hands.  Reverse  is  brighter  and  deeply  toned. 

562  1887  (0158)  710  struck  in  PROOF.  Very  little  to  comment  about  this 

Gemini  coin,  it  being  a  normal,  typical  PROOF  of  the  series,  with  the 
same  minor  and  picayune  flaws  which  have  been  showing  up,  and 
which  are  usual  in  the  series.  No  rubber  band  marks  and  only  one  light 
pinscratch  showing,  running  from  edge  to  elbow  on  the  left  of  the 
obverse,  and  that  visible  only  under  a  good  magnifying  glass.

564  1888  (Q159)  832  made  in  PROOE.  Nice  bright  PROOE,  marred  only  by 

the  rubber  band  streak  on  the  reverse,  and  a  couple  of  light  parallel 
scratches  in  the  left  field. 

565  The  twin  1888  is  virtually  a  gem,  bright,  shiny,  fresh  with  creamy, 

reflective  fields.  Whatever  it  lacks  in  perfection  is  due  to  its  minting, 
not  to  irreverent  handling. 

566  1889  (Q161)  711  made  in  PROOE.  A  typical  Seated  Liberty  quarter 

PROOF,  bright,  shiny  etc.,  with  minimal  field  flaws,  as  usuaJ.  (But 
nice!) 

567  It  is  difficult  to  find  any  faults  with  this  second  1889  PROOF,  close 

examination  under  the  glass  revealing  only  those  normal  field  interrup¬ 
tions  prevalent  in  the  type.  Polishing  marks  are  evidence,  as  usual. 

568  18.'0  (Q162)  590  struck  in  PROOF.  One  faint  reverse  rubber  band  line  is 

all  that  separates  this  lovely  PROOF  coin  from  the  gem  class.  It’s 
fields  are  level  and  unmarked,  only  very  lightly  toned. 

569  The  toning  on  this  second  1890  PROOF  is  just  a  little  uneven,  even 

though  the  coin  itself  is  very  attractive.  A  few  polishing  marks,  a  lint 
mark  on  the  reverse  and  a  few  inconsistencies  in  the  proof  surface 
complete  the  picture  for  this  beauty. 


570  1891  (Q 163)  600  PROOFS  are  the  entire  issue  for  this  final  year  of  the 

Seated  Liberty  coins.  Gemini  offers  a  most  magnificent  specimen, 
light,  bright,  untoned  and  with  virtually  nothing  added  to  the  coin  in 
the  way  of  detriments  since  it  left  the  mint. 

571  This  final  1891  PROOF  has  rather  a  few  little  flaws  showing  in  the  fields. 

There  are  a  couple  of  miniscule  digs  scattered  about,  none  too  obvious 
plus  a  couple  of  other  markings.  Not  too  far  off  standard  as  far  as  a 
PROOF  goes.

572  1892  (Q166)  1245  minted  this  first  year  of  issue.  The  years  have 

treated  our  specimen  kindly  and  it  would  really  be  picking  to  call 
this  less  than  a  gem.  Whatever  shows  on  the  coin  (and  that  is 
virtually  nothing)  that  could  be  written  about  was  done  at  tbe 
mint.  Gentle,  darkening  toning  completes  the  picture.

The  second  1892  is  lighter  than  the  above,  and  has  some  markings  in  the 
field,  all  light,  which  are  both  polishing  remnants,  plus  a  few  which 
the  coin  acquired  during  it's  life.  Nothing  severe,  and  probably  as 
good  or  better  than  most  which  are  offered  around. 

574  1893  (Q172)  792  struck  in  PROOF.  This  lovely  coin  has  only  a  couple  of 

darkening  tone  spots  to  mar  its  lovely  serenity.  Rarely  does  one 
encounter  a  PROOF  with  as  little  to  comment  upon  as  this  lovely 
almost  gem! 

575  This  second  1893  is  equally  as  beautiful  as  the  foregoing.  Alas,  the  ever 

present  rubber  band  mark  lightly  and  neatly  bisects  the  face  of  the 
coin,  and  is  also  visible  perpendicularly  on  Liberty’s  frosted  neck. 

576  1894  (Q175)  972  minted  in  PROOF.  The  same  comments  are  applicable  to 

this  coin  as  to  the  last  1893  above,  even  to  the  rubber  band  mark. 
Otherwise,  this  piece  is  not  as  fresh  and  bright  looking  as  the  1893, 
but  nice. 

577  This  next  1894  would  be  an  absolute  gem  except  for  a  parallel  series  of 

light  scratches  across  Liberty’s  cheek.  It  appears  to  this  cataloguer  that 
these  marks  were  acquired  after  the  coin  left  the  mint,  even  though 
they  have,  to  some,  the  appearance  of  polishing  marks. 


578  1895  (Q178)  880  struck  in  PROOF.  This  coin  is  a  real  gem,  deeply 

toned  in  blues  and  reds  on  both  the  reverse  and  the  obverse,  and 
with  no  flaws  disturbing  its  smooth  and  even  fields.  It  is  what  a 
PROOF  coin  should  look  like,  in  our  opinion. 

579  The  twin  is  exactly  that,  a  twin.  Obviously  lovingly  handled  at  all 

times,  its  toning  tends  more  toward  the  rainbow  than  the  coin 

above,  especially  on  the  obverse,  while  its  reverse  is  shinier  and 
toned  more  on  the  periphery  than  all  over. 

580  1896  (Q181)  762  minted  in  PROOF.  Another  lovely  gem,  this  coin  has  a 

few  lint  marks,  and  some  slight  polishing  marks  on  its  field.  A  star 
addition  to  any  collection! 

581  The  companion  piece  is  a  more  ordinary  PROOF,  remarkably  similar  in 

appearance  to  the  second  1894  coin.  It  shows  the  same  series  of 
parallel  scratches  across  the  cheek  and  is  not  quite  as  fresh  looking  as 
the  1894. 

582  1897  (Q184)  731  made  in  PROOF.  Our  offering  here  is  a  lovely  coin, 

almost  as  fresh  as  the  day  it  came  from  the  mint.  Its  fields  are  virtually 

unmarked,  showing  a  polishing  line  or  two,  plus  another  faint  hairline. 

583  This  next  1897  is  a  select  coin,  gem-like  and  fresh.  Its  toning  runs  lightly 

parallel  across  the  coin,  and  its  only  commentable  features  are  several 
tiny  dimpled  flaws  in  the  planchet,  for  which  one  must  really  search 
under  the  glass. 

584  1898  (QI87)  Minted-735  in  PROOF.  Another  PROOF  which  is  flawless 

except  for  that  same  series  of  parallel  scratches  as  in  the  second  1894 
quarter  except  that  these  are  not  as  deep  as  on  that  coin.

This  second  1898  is  without  the  parallel  marks,  a  really  lovely  Barber 
quarter  with  only  a  little  inconsistency  in  the  toning  to  comment  on. 

1899  (Q190)  846  made  in  PROOF.  Bright  and  shiny,  a  little  spotty  in  the 
toning,  and  a  few  very  light  scratches,  not  quite  as  described  above. 
These  are  barely  visible  to  the  naked  eye,  and  leave  the  coin  still  quite 
attractive. 

The  next  1899  is  prettily  toned,  with  a  circular  aura  running  along  the 
outer  obverse  surface  below  the  stars,  quite  as  if  it  were  stored  with  a 
smaller  coin  on  top,  but  kept  separate  by  envelope  or  plastic.  The 
reverse  is  golden  in  tone  and  without  flaw. 

1900  (Q193)  912  made  in  this  first  year  of  the  20th  Century.  This  coin  is 
unevenly  toned  being  rather  darker  about  the  devices  and  profile  than 
in  the  fields,  and  has  a  couple  of  light  spotty  breaks  in  the  patina,  plus 
a  couple  of  almost  invisible  moles  on  Liberty’s  face. 

The  next  1900  presents  an  absolutely  flawless  mein,  with  the  tiniest  of 
what  could  only  be  called  inconsistencies  in  the  toning  to  comment 
upon. 

1901  (Q196)  813  PROOF  coins  minted.  Another  virtually  perfect  gem, 
with  the  identical  interruptions  in  the  proof  surface  as  above. 

Not  as  attractive  as  the  above  due  to  rather  uneven  toning.  Fields  are  nice 
and  show  a  little  minor  hairlining  on  the  obverse,  appearing  to  be  just 
about  perfect  on  the  reverse. 

1902  (Q199)  Minted  in  PROOF-777.  This  piece  is  very  similar  to  the 
foregoing  coins,  bright,  toned,  lovely  in  appearance,  and  with  tiny 
hairlines  visible  only  under  the  glass. 

This  second  quarter  is  much  like  its  twin  except  that  its  toning  is  a  bit 
spotty  in  some  areas. 

1903  (Q202)  755  Minted  in  PROOF.  This  first  specimen  is  about  letter 
perfect,  the  toning  being  heavily  applied  in  the  fields,  and  almost 
non-existent  on  the  frosted  Liberty,  with  the  reverse  being  quite  simi¬ 
lar.  A  lovely  example  of  a  Barber  PROOF  quarter. 

The  next  1903  is  evenly  toned,  a  gorgeous-looking  coin  with  some  hair¬ 
lines  and  polishing  marks  evident  under  the  glass,  and  all  minor. 

1904  (Q205)  670  pieces  were  minted  in  PROOF  for  this  year  and  it  is 
doubtful  that  there  are  many  better  than  this  one  still  around,  although 
this  deeply  rainbowed  coin  is  not  without  its  small  flaws.  There  is  an 
interruption  in  the  toning  running  from  Liberty’s  nose  diagonally 
downward,  which  looks  like  a  scratch  at  first  glance  but  does  not  seem 
to  be  under  the  glass.  Tilting  the  coin  will  disclose  a  few  other  flaws. 


Except  for  polishing  marks  in  the  die,  this  lovely  coin  shows  no  flaws 
whatsoever.  We  must  comment,  however,  that  the  purist  could  take 
exception  to  the  patina  which  is  in  rows  across  the  face  of  Liberty, 
and,  at  first  glance  appears  to  be  a  serious  flawing.  Closer  examination 
will  reveal  that  this  is  only  uneven  toning,  and  that  the  surface  of  the 
coin  is  pristine  and  as  undisturbed  as  that  long  ago  day  when  it  was 
minted.

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598  1905  (Q207)  727  struck  in  PROOF.  This  is  a  neat  and  shiny  coin,  a  bit 

unevenly  toned  and  with  a  few  dimply  interruptions  in  the  PROOF 
surface. 

599  The  second  1905  is  hardly  toned,  has  some  polishing  marks  in  the  field, 

and  a  Liliputian  scratch  or  two,  plus  a  rubber  band  line  lightly  bisect¬ 
ing  the  obverse  of  the  coin. 

600  1906  (Q210)  675  made  in  PROOF.  The  Gemini  coin  is  attractively  toned 

in  blue  and  gold,  has  remnants  of  an  old,  light  fingermark  in  the  upper 
left  obverse  segment.  The  fields  show  a  little  minor  minting  distur¬ 
bances. 

601  The  second  1906  is  toned  in  a  peppery  dotlike  fashion  in  gold  and  shows 

absolutely  no  field  or  other  flaws  under  the  glass. 

602  1907  (Q213)  Only  575  PROOFS  struck  this  year.  Here  is  another  lovely 

PROOF  coin  with  the  same  mysteriously  acquired  parallel  row  of 
scratches  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty  we  have  noted  in  a  few  coins 
previous  to  this  one.  These  are  visible  to  the  unaided  eye  when  the 
coin  is  held  at  a  certain  angle  and  disappear  at  other  angles.  Other¬ 
wise,  this  is  a  gorgeous  coin. 

603  The  second  1707  PROOF  shows  a  network  of  very  tiny  parallel  scratches 

on  the  face  of  the  coin,  probably  the  result  of  a  careless  cleaning. 

604  1908  (Q217)  545  minted  in  PROOF.  This  one  is  a  nice  coin  but  shows 

some  slight  rubbing  on  the  cheek  and  a  few  other  hairlines,  minor 
flaws. 

605  The  twin  1908  is  perfect  to  the  unaided  eye.  Close  perusal  under  the  glass 

shows  some  facial  hairlining  apparent  under  the  rather  heavy  and 
attractive  toning. 

606  1909  (Q221)  650  in  PROOF.  Brilliant  and  with  a  light  blue  toning,  only 

close  examination  under  the  glass  will  disclose  the  many  exceedingly 
light  hair  lines  which  run  from  the  right  field  into  Liberty  and  back 
into  the  field  at  the  left.  Still  a  lovely  coin,  however. 

607  The  second  1909  has  nothing  to  detract  from  it  except  that  the  toning  is 

just  a  little  uneven.  This  toning  runs  from  pale  gold  at  the  top  into  a 
deep  bluish  purple  at  the  date,  and  is  similar  but  more  even  on  the 
reverse. 

608  1910  (Q225)  PROOFS  minted-55 1 .  The  main  problem  with  this  coin  is  the 

usual  rubber  band  line  which  runs  top  to  bottom  on  the  reverse  of  the 
coin.  There  is  also  a  very  light  series  of  tiny  cheek  scratches,  plus  a 
very  few  other  minor  flaws.  And  with  it  all,  it  is  still  a  lovely  coin! 

609  This  second  1910  is  far  lovelier,  and  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  Barber 

quarters  being  offered  today.  Only  a  tiny  scratch  which  may  be  a 
polishing  mark  keeps  it  from  gem  classification,  and  this  mark  can 
only  be  found  under  the  glass.  Nicely  toned,  too! 

610  191 1  (Q227)  543  minted  in  PROOF.  There  are  a  few  imperfections  in  the 

field,  mostly  the  product  of  the  mint,  a  lovely  gem  of  a  PROOF. 

611  Superlatives  recorded  above  are  equally  pertinent  as  regards  this  next 

1911  Barber  quarter  PROOF.  We  would  say  that  this  coin  would  be 
very  hard  to  improve  upon! 

612  1912  (Q230)  700  minted  in  PROOF.  Our  first  Gemini  coin  is  absolutely 

the  equal  of  the  1911  pieces.  No  other  comment  seems  necessary  for 

this  most  beautiful  gem  of  purest  ray  serene  (as  the  poet  said).

618  1915  (Q238)  450  pieces  in  PROOF  struck.  This  little  gem  has  a  few 

hairlines,  a  couple  of  other  scratches  which  are  not  even  noticeable 
except  under  the  glass  and  is  a  beautiful  and  rare  coin. 

619  The  last  Barber  of  the  sale.  This  is  another  1915,  a  dull  rainbow  in  tone  on

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621  The  second  1858  is  bright  and  mirror-like  but  not  without  it’s  faults, 

which  include  a  rubber  band  mark  bisecting  about  one  tenth  of  the 
obverse  surface,  a  slight  field  rub  above  this  and  a  few  other  minor 
flaws.  Even  so,  this  is  a  scarce  coin  and  with  it  all,  still  nice  looking. 

622  1859  (F208)  Quite  similar  to  the  above,  save  it’s  very  faint  rubber  band 

mark  is  on  the  reverse,  and  is  larger.  There  are  a  couple  of  nicks  in 
Liberty’s  left  elbow,  these  extending  slightly  into  the  field.  Otherwise, 
a  normal  PROOF  of  the  period,  with  a  normal  amount  of  field  flaws. 


623  A  far  superior  1859  than  the  one  above  is  this  next  F208.  It’s  fields  are 

quite  clear  of  flaw,  save  for  some  unevenness  in  the  slightly  hazy 
toning.  There  are  some  die  polishing  marks  to  Liberty’s  lower  left, 
these  obvious  only  under  the  glass,  plus  a  couple  of  very  light 
hairline  scratches. 

624  1860  (F212)  1000  PROOFS  minted  for  this  year.  Our  first  offering  is  blue 

and  crisp  looking,  has  several  of  the  usual  field  flaws  we  have  found 
in  most  of  the  proof  coins  of  this  period. 

625  This  next  1860  is  virtually  a  carbon  copy  of  the  above,  in  practically  every 

respect,  including  the  steely  blue  toning.  Nice  coin. 

626  1861  (F215)  1000  minted  in  PROOF.  Ours  is  quite  lovely  and  practically 

without  flaw.  Tilting  the  coin  will  reveal  a  very  light  old  fingermark 
which,  however,  does  not  detract  from  the  coins  beauty.  A  few  very 
tiny  hairlines,  etc.  complete  the  description. 

627  The  second  1861  is  quite  the  same  as  the  above  coin,  it’s  very  few  flaws 

hardly  more  than  one  would  expect  on  such  a  PROOF.  No  fingermarks 
are  visible,  just  a  few  hairlines,  etc.,  and  the  coin  is  toned  a  nice 
bluish  color,  over  very  bright  fields.

obverse  field,  faint,  a  couple  of  lint  marks  put  on  at  the  mint,  and  a 
few  hairlines  make  up  the  faults  of  this  coin 

631  This  second  1863  probably  was  handled  with  wet  fingers  a  long  time  ago 

and  today  shows  these  finger  marks  purple  toned  on  the  obverse  of 
the  coin.  Some  lint  marking,  some  hairline  scratching  and  quite  a  bit 
of  faint  die  polishing  marks  cross  hatch  the  fields,  with  very  little  of 
all  this  being  apparent  without  strong  magnification.

633  Another  1864,  deeply  toned  on  the  edges  in  blue  and  red,  with  a  golden 

center,  and  a  few  freckles  of  carbon  spotting  in  evidence  on  the 
obverse  of  the  coin.  There  are  a  few  polishing  marks,  and  some  other 
scratching  in  the  fields,  mostly  on  the  reverse,  which  has  a  field 
scratch  into  the  beak  of  the  eagle. 

634  1865  (F230)  500  minted  in  PROOF.  This  offering  is  a  clear  and  bright 

looking  PROOF  with  a  faint  rubber  band  line  across  the  reverse.  The 
usual  few  little  field  scratches,  polishing  marks,  etc.  are  also  on  the 
coin.

the  date,  and  no  other  obvious  flaws  save  a  few  polishing  marks,  and  a 
little  hairlining. 

638  1867  (E236)  625  made  in  PROOE.  This  coin  is  ex-Lohr  (Major  Lenox  R. 

Lohr  Sale,  Stacks,  10/24/56)  and  is  typical  of  most  of  the  coins  from 
that  collection.  It  is  a  lively,  glittering  blue  toned  PROOF,  with  only 
very  few  minor  flaws  such  as  the  usual  mint-made  die  polishing 
marks,  a  couple  of  hairlines,  etc.

The  usual  cross  hatch  of 
taint  hairlines  and  die  polishing  remnants  are  also  in  evidence,  but 
must  be  searched  out  with  a  good,  strong  magnifying  glass. 

640  1868  (F238)  600  pieces  minted  in  PROOF.  This  lovely  specimen,  deli¬ 

cately  toned  and  bright  and  fresh  looking,  is  virtually  the  twin  of  the 
above  1867  with  reference  to  hairlining,  polishing  marks,  etc. 

641  This  second  1868  has  a  reverse  rubber  band  mark,  as  noted  previously, 

about  splitting  the  coin  and  some  other  minor  faults  such  as  hairlines, 
etc..  The  obverse  has  the  spotty  beginning  of  some  toning,  and  the 
coin  is  otherwise  bright  and  shining. 


642  1869  (F240)  another  mintage  of  600  in  PROOF.  This  coin  is  rather 

better  than  most  of  the  preceeding.  Nicely  toned,  it  shows  an 
absolute  minimum  of  any  of  the  few  flaws  noted  in  preceeding 
offerings. 

643  A  short  but  dark  rubber  band  line  on  the  reverse,  and  the  usual  compli¬ 

ment  of  die  polishing  and  hairline  scratches  are  the  features  which 
distinguish  this  1869  coin  from  the  above  specimen. 

644  1870  (F242)  1000  minted  in  PROOF.  Gemini’s  coin  is,  once  again,  a 

typical,  nice  toned  PROOF  of  the  type,  not  without  it’s  hairlines,  die 
marks,  etc,  and  would  make  a  beautiful  addition  to  any  collection. 

645  The  twin  1870  is  a  lovely  proof  except  for  an  obverse,  faint  rubber  band 

line  in  the  upper  left  corner,  a  few  small  field  rubs  on  the  right  of 
Liberty  on  the  obverse,  and  a  few  of  the  usual  hairlines. 

646  1871  (F245)  960  minted  in  PROOF.  Our  piece  is  ex-Lohr,  somewhat  blue 

toned  as  are  most  from  that  celebrated  collection  and  shows  rather  less 
than  usual  field  markings,  including  a  radial  spread  of  die  polishing 
marks  faintly  to  the  left  of  Liberty. 

647  The  only  description  necessary  for  this  companion  1871  is  the  small

658  The  second  1876  is  much  like  the  above,  but  without  the  flaw  in  the  right

661  1879  (F277)  1100  minted  in  PROOF.  This  one  is  a  lovely  and  bright 

PROOF,  nicer  than  usual,  beautifully  toned  and  showing  only  a  few  of 
those  marks  put  on  when  the  die  and/or  the  planchet  was  polished 
previous  to  the  striking.  This  specimen  has  picked  up  very  little 
surface  evidence  of  it's  almost  century  of  existence. 

662  The  second  1879  is  not  as  fresh  and  bright  as  the  above,  it’s  patina  being  a 

bit  filmy,  which  obscures  the  mirror-surface  beneath.  The  fields  are 
quite  normal  for  the  issue,  and  the  coin  is  rather  pleasing. 

663  1880  (F278)  1355  struck  in  PROOF,  of  which  this  specimen  must  cer¬ 

tainly  be  among  the  best  available.  Only  slightly  toned,  bright  and 
shiny  and  with  a  field  virtually  free  of  anything  worth  noting,  save  for 
some  parallel  polishing  marks,  which  are  barely  visible,  and  which  are 
a  remnant  of  the  cloth  used  to  polish  the  planchet  prior  to  the  striking.

It’s  gold  and  blue  fields  show  polishing 
marks  on  the  planchet,  quite  normally,  and  a  few  other  hairlines  plus  a 
small  scar  by  Liberty’s  head,  all  of  these  picked  up  since  the  striking. 

675  1886  (F284)  886  struck  in  PROOF.  This  purple  toned  PROOF  is  an 

attractive  typical  specimen.  It’s  fields  are  nice,  but  show  a  few  hair¬ 
lines,  three  scratches  near  Liberty’s  left  elbow,  and  a  nice,  clear 
reverse. 

676  This  second  1886  PROOF  appears  to  have  been  polished  at  some  time 

long  ago,  this  polishing  now  toning  down  it’s  bright  appearance.  It’s 
fields  are  quite  usual  for  these  proofs,  showing  the  typical  polishing 
marks  put  on  at  the  mint,  and,  in  this  case,  a  few  others  which  are  the 
result  of  the  aforementioned  mishandling.

brightly  toned  PROOF,  with  only  a  very  few  polishing  marks  on  the 
die  and  very  few  minor  hairlines.

having  less  polishing  marks,  but  it  has  a  smudgy  finger  mark  in  the 
field  lightly  to  the  left  of  the  Liberty.

Save  for  the  start  of  a  little  dark 
toning  about  Liberty’s  head,  nothing  shows  up  which  was  not  placed 
on  the  coin  at  the  mint.

686  1892  (F290)  1245  made  in  proof  for  this  first  year  of  the  Barber  coinage. 

Our  first  coin  is  very  attractively  toned,  dark  on  the  outer  edges  and 
progressing  into  a  brilliant  frosted  head.  It’s  fields  are  innocent  of  the 
ravages  of  careless  handling,  showing  only  those  minute  little  scratch¬ 
like  marks  in  the  field  which  are  the  result  of  lint  on  the  cloth  used  to 
polish  the  planchet  at  the  mint,  and  which  is  evident  on  most,  but  not 
all  of  the  early  proof  coins  of  the  U.S. 

687  The  second  1892  is  not  of  as  high  a  quality  as  the  preceeding  piece, 

although  it  is  a  beauty  in  it’s  own  right.  Virtually  untoned,  it’s 
polishing  marks  are  a  bit  more  evident  than  the  preceeding  and  it  has 
picked  up,  in  addition,  a  few  hairline  faults  after  leaving  the  mint.

689  Another  bright  blue  and  gorgeous  star  is  this  second  1893  PROOF  coin. 

Two  very  tiny  pinpoints  of  carbon  spots  are  all  that  jars  it’s  lovely  and 
majestic  mein.  It’s  fields  are  pristine,  and  show  a  few  of  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  die  polishing  lines. 

690  1894  (F298)  972  struck  in  PROOF.  Our  offered  coin  is  practically  without 

flaw,  a  lovely  and  desireable  example  of  the  type.  Only  the  tiniest 
little  scratch  near  Liberty’s  nose,  small  even  under  the  glass,  keeps 
this  beauty  from  the  absolute  gem  class.

701  The  next  1899  is  more  a  typical  PROOF  of  this  series.  There  are  several 

hairline  scratches  scattered  about,  plus  the  usual  die  polishing  and 
planchet  polishing  marks,  none  of  this  detracting  from  the  beauty  of 
this  untoned  Barber  PROOF  specimen. 

702  1900  (F316)  912  struck  in  PROOF  for  this  first  year  of  the  20th  Century.

707  This  second  PROOF  1902  is  a  golden  toned  beauty  and  shows  the  same 

series  of  marking  across  it  as  the  above,  these  possibly  from  the 
careless  insertion  into  a  holder.  They  are  picayune,  and  hardly  detract 
from  the  desireability  of  this  lovely  coin. 

708  1903  (F325)  755  minted  in  PROOF.  Another  lovely  PROOF,  somewhat 

unevenly  toned,  and  quite  similar  to  the  above,  save  that  it’s  few 
defects  are  so  light  as  to  be  virtually  invisible.  A  Lovely  coin. 

709  The  second  1903  is  golden  toned  in  hue  with  overtones  of  blue  and  red
